BITTER ABOUT 
COURT RULING 


Pi tty. burgh. March 7 (ZP) — R uction 
of coni miner* and other union 
members to I he ti S. Supreme Court 
ruling upholding fines against John 
L. Lewis and the AFL-United Mine 
Workers today ranged all the way 
from full acceptance to bitter re­ 
jection. 
Thomas Evans, president of UMW 
Local No. 73 was told the news tis 
he climbed out of the pit. at Mon­ 
tour N 
IO mine of the Pittsburgh 
Consolidation Coal company In Al­ 
legheny county. 
"Tf It was left to the men at 
Montour No IO. there wouldn't be 
a pound of coal dug until that de­ 
cision by the Supreme Court was 
reversed.” he said. 
“Roti en Deal” 
He looked at oUier union men 
about him and they chorused assent. 
“You can understand this, too." i 
Evans added, “we are all IOO per cent 
behind John L. Lewis.” 
John P Busarello, president of 
UMW district 5 (Pittsburgh) said 
tersely that “organized li\bor got a 
rotten deal from the government and 
the Supreme Court.” 
At th? IT C. Prick Coke company’s 
National No. I pit at Morgan, Al­ 
legheny county. Roy Gossett, mem­ 
ber of the local union committee, 
told newsmen: “Morally the miners 
wrere right. We’ve been trying for 
years to get hospitalization. That's 
what the strike last November was 
about. If the law says Lewis was 
wrong, It was his lawyers who w’ere 
wrong because they advised him 
wTong.” 


“Lewis is always right,” broke In 
a fellow' worker. 
“That's 
right,” 
agreed 
Oossett 
"Put we'U abide by the law. We ll 
go along with the government.” 
Gossett said he didn’t think there'd 
be another strike as long as the gov­ 
ernment kept control of the mines. 
“No miner likes to strike unless he’s 
got to.” he added. 
Some of tile older miners, who cie- 
dined to give their names, said 
“Lewis should never have railed the 
strike In the first place.” But others 
who preferred 
anonymity offered 
such comments as “well they sold us 
out again" and “are we going to 
strike again?” 
In the anthracite fields of east­ 
ern Pennsylvania, the feeling among 
miners was that the ruling might 
not be pleasant but that miners had 
no cholee but to accept it.

Your Income 
Tax Return 


VO CR 1947 TAX KST IM ATE 


»Editor's note: This is the eleventh 
of 12 stories explaining who must do 
what about his income tax returns.)

W ashington, March 7 4’V—M arch 
15 is the deadline for filing a final 
return on 1940 income and paying 
whatever tax is still due. 
Most people, when they've done 
that, won't have anything further 
to do until March 15. 1948. when 
hey settle up on 1947 taxes. T hat's 
because I oat people make under 
$5,000 -od full 1947 tax will be w ith­ 
e d from wages and salaries under 
$5,000 in 1947. 
But several million people won’t 
have the full tax -or any tax—w ith­ 
held from them in 1947. That s be­ 
cause: 
They'll make over $5,000 or will 
have the kind of Income from which 
tax isn t withheld. 
So March 15 will be a deadline for 
them. too. By th at date— 
They m ust file an estim ate of their 
1947 tax and make the first of four 
paym ents on the difference between 
the tax withheld <lf any) and the 
estim ated full 1947 tax. 'T he other 
three paym ents are due June 15,

Three Kinds of People 
Three kinds of people will have 
to do this. You’re one of them — 
1. If your income from wages or 
salary in 1947 will be more than 
$5,000, plus $500 for each exemption 
besides your own. 
Example: You, m arried, will have 
a $5,500 salary. Full tax is withheld 
up to $5,000, plus each exemption 
except your own. You claim a $500 
exemption for your wife. You don’t 
have to file an estim ate. 
Example: You, m arried, one child, 
will have a $7,000 salary. Full tax Is 
withheld up to $6,000 in your case, 
because of those two $500 exemptions 
for your wife and child. 
You’ll have to file an estim ate and 
start paying the difference between 
the tax withheld and the full tax 
due on $7,000. 
2. If you expect to m ake $500 or 
more income from which no tax is 
withheld -such as a landlord with 
rents or a doctor with fees—you’ll 
have to file an estim ate of your total 
1947 income and the tax on it and 
start paying the tax, 
3. If you’ll have income of more 
than $100 from which no tax is w ith­ 
held—in addition to income from 
whtch tax is w ithheld—and if the 
two incomes total $500 or more— 
you’ll have to file an estim ate and 
make the first paym ent on the dif­ 
ference between the tax withheld 
and the full tax due. 
Example Cited 
Example. You’ll m ake $4,000 in 
wages from which tax is withheld, 
but you'll get an additional $101 
from renting a room. 
Where husband and wife both 
have income, one cannot use the 
other’s 
exemption 
in 
deciding 
whether filing an estim ate is neces­ 
sary. 
Example: The husband’s salary 
will be $5,100, his wife’s will be $75. 
Since she has income, the husband 
can’t claim an exem ption for her.

Can File Later 
If you don’t have to file an esti­ 
m ate now 
but later in the year find 
that you 
do 
because

changes or other reasons—you can 
file an estim ate by the next paym ent 
date. June 15, Sept. 15, Jan . 15, 
1948. 
You don’t have to correct your es­ 
tim ates during 1947 unless you find 
they’re underestim ated by more than 
20 per cent. 
Farm ers don’t have to make an es­ 
tim ate on 1947 income or m ake anv 
paym ent until Jan. 15, 1948. 
One more point: 
Congress 
is expected to reduce 
taxes in 1947. T h at’s in the future. 
Right now you must obey the law 
and file an estim ate, if you should. 
L ater you’ll be able to change your 
estim ate, if Congress reduces taxes 
this year.
